STATE RIGHTS 


"This country is too large to have all 


its affairs directed by a single govern- 
ment. Public service at such a dis- 
tance-, and frora under the eye o* their 
constituents, i^ast, from the circum- 
stance of dis:anee, be unable to adminis- 
ter and overlook all the details neces- 
sary for the good government of the cit- 
izens, and the same circmnstance, by 
rendering detection impossible to their 
constituents, will 
invite the 
public 


agents to corruption, plunder and waste 


"What an augmentation of the field 


for Jobbing, speculating, plundering, of- 
fice-building and office hunting would 
be produced by an assumption of aD the 
state powers into tie hand of the gen- 
eral government: The true theory of 
our constitution is surely the wisest and 
best, that the states are independent as 
to everything within themselves." 
The foregoing was not written in 


1932 when the nation stretched from 
one ocean to another and housed 120 
million people. It was written in the 
year ISOOj^even before the Louisiana 
purchase, when there were still 13 
states and the great Northwest Terri- 
tory at a time when all of its munifi- 
cent acres west of the Mississippi were 
thought to be worthless. 


Nor was it written by a visionary 


or one careless with what he said. It 
was written by the same hand that 
•wrote the Declaration of Independence, 
by the hand that helped guide the na- 
tion through the treacherous shallows 
of its early years. It was written by 
Washington's secretary of state, 
.Thomas Jefferson, who was president 
of the United States for eight years, 
a statesman of the high character, a 
patriot of noble virtue, not only a deep 
student of government but a past mas- 
ter at shaping its course. 


Assuming his language to have been 


true in 1800 how much more clear 
should it be to people of the United 
States today. Our theory of govern- 
ment as exemplified in the constitution 
has brought a great many encomiums 
from the statesmen of other lands. 
Winston Churchill, the English states- 
man now touring this country, has 
been stressing on a number of occa- 
sions with warm approval that very- 
federal system of ours under which the 
nation and the states were intended to 
work in close harmony and yet with an 
independence that is just as important 
as fheir close cohesion in case of na- 
tional attack. 


It is a curious thing how we have 


been slipping away from one of the 
finest virtues our system has and a 
provision that has meant so much to 
its smooth operation. Of course we 
have been thoughtless, we have been 
careless and we must shake ourselves 
out of this lethargy because it will 
only bring us the same blunders that 
must come to those who stupidly stag- 
ger around. 


We must be no more willing to sur- 


render a single right that now belongs 
to the state of Wisconsin than we 
would to surrender all such rights to 
the federal government. We would then 
be in exactly the same unhappy posi- 
tion that would exist did we redelegate 
to our own state the city's right to de- 
termine whether it Trill pave streets, 
build bridges, construct pools or adopt 
some other particular policy concern- 
ing matters affecting it alone.

Nizini Novgorod. It cost $119,000,000 
and is expected to produce yearly 150,- 
000 motor cars and trucks. 


The National Republic calls atten- 


tion to the pathetic pride with which 
Soviet officials offer this industrial 
achievement as a "challenge to capi- 
talists and their civilization." They 
add: "When we place the U. S. R. R. 
at the wheel of an automobile and a 
mujik on a tractor, let the venerable 
capitalists who boast of their civiliza- 
tion try to reach us." 


The pathetic aspect of the announce- 


ment lies in the fact that this challenge 
to capitalism was made possible solely 
through the methods, skill and enter- 
prise of capitalism itself. It is bor- 
rowed plumage in which the Soviet 
struts in attempted emulation of an 
ideal of society which she strives to 
imitate, yet hopes to destroy. 


Nothing worth while in the way of 


industrial achievement has been ac- 
complished in Russia except under the 
direction of American and other for- 
eign experts. The Novgorod motor 
plant is a copy of Ford factories. The 
plans were developed by Detroit 
architects, the building erected and the 
machinery installed under the skilled 
direction of American engineers. Most
